An X inside this box indicates that no flooding occurred within this hydrologic service area.

The first three weeks of October were very dry and unseasonably warm across the Caribou HSA. The
month of October came in as the warmest October on record with the region as a whole averaging 7 to
8.5 degrees above normal. This dry weather came to end by the last week in October with a couple of
storms affecting the region. The first storm brought anywhere from 3.50 to 7 inches of rainfall to the
Caribou HSA on the 25™ and 26th. Heaviest rainfall was recorded in Washington County. This rainfall
was over a two day period. This round of rainfall brought river and stream flows from record low flows
to near record high flows in just 48 hours. Another storm brought rain and very strong winds on the 29
and 30™. Rainfall totals from this event averaged in the 1 to 2 inch range with the highest rainfall totals
being recorded in the Piscataquis River basin helping to keep river and stream flows up. No flooding

was reported during the month of October.

Drought conditions did improve with the much needed rainfall allowing D0-D4 conditions to shrink

dramatically from the first week of October.
